CITY MANAGER MHORNE TELLS
BEAUFORT CITIZENS OF
HIS WORK.

Says That He Investigated Matters
Thuroughly Before Taking Action—
Clty Treasurer Says Mayor is Not
Dolng Duty by Peopl.,

Beaufort, Aug. 20.—A crowded hall
Nstened with intense Interest for an
hour last night to the ex-city man-
ager, R. C. Horne, Jr., give an ac-
count of his stewardship. Ia a con-
versational tone, with marked delib-
eration, without anything savoring of
vituperation, and hardly, any com-
ment on his fagts, he delivered what
was In effect a tervific arralgnment of
Mayor Danner and Councilman
Marsghor. He oharged the latter
With false returns of his banks' bond
holdings, which would lay him liable
1o a fue of $1,000, and with other
false refurns by whic¢h the town, State
and county huve lost taxes, He
charged Mayor Danner with at flrst
encouraging him with unearthing and
*Xposing these conditions and then
Joining Councllman Marscher in dis-
Jmissing. him on the ground of fric-
tion between the councilman and the
eity manager. The recall petition will
probably be sent to the governor at
once.

The Rev. J. . Noland opened the
meeting with prayer. Chairman J. B.
Dodd first called on CQCity Treasurer
Legare, who has directed Mr. Horne
In bls moves to collect the back
taxes. The treasurer read a concise
Statement of his peosition. He recited
the lneldents of the attempt to col-
lect from one of the local banks and
Acting Mayor Marscher's Interference
In his own interest, and the appeal to
Circuit Judge Rice and the court's
decree In his favor. The concluding
sentence sums up his position: “The
mayor |o dismissing the city manager
In the midst of efficient financial ser-
vice 1o the community, and while the
Claims against delinquents In which
he Is the principal witness are pend-
Ing, to oblige one of the alleged de-
linquents, is not doing his duty to the
People who have honored him with
this high position.”

Mr. Horne was influenced in his Ace
tions by advice of parties other than
those who employed him, and 1 as-
sure you that 1 do not propose to be
& mere lfigure head in my position as
mayor. This and other reasons have
led me to the bellef that the best in-
terest of the town would be served by
the removal of Mr. Horns."

Though the gathering was mani-
festly in sympathy with Mr. Horne
and applauded him at several times,
many friends of the mayor and coun-
climan were. present. It was a very
serious and orderly meeting, in spite
of the acute interest with which the
whole community |s following the
situation, and the tense moments
when the speaker made his specific
charges.

NoOthing to Say, Says Account,
Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 22.—The first

jactual story of all that transpired on
|lht' death ride of Leo M. Frank
'from Milledgeville to Marietta be-
tween midnight and dawn last Tues-
jday morning became. available to
the Associated Press today. The
recital did not come through second
or third hands, but in a manner
which seemingly placed its authen-
ticity beyond all question. The nar-
rator, however, will not be a witness
before the Cobb county grand jury
which on September 1 will be asked
to  undertake a thorough investiga-
tion of the lynching of the man al-
leged to have been the slayer of lit-
tle Mary Phagan. It became known
today that Gov. Nat E. Harrls dur-
ing the past few days has received
several anonymous threatening let-
ters purporting to warn him not to
%o "too far” in his Investigation of
the lynching. The governor s not
inclined to take the letters at all
serlously, but looks upon them as
the outgrowth of the Wdisturbed sen-
timent of the moment,

The “inside" story of the events
which preoceded the finding of
Frank’'s lifeless body swaying from
the limb of the biggest oak tree in

the vicinity of “Bill" Frey's gin
cleared up many phases of the
tragic incident, which heretofore

have been veiled in mystery.

First. Frank did not confess, He
iwice was asked if he had anything
to say, but on each occaslon replied
“No.” Asked polntedly if he killed
the Phagan girl, he Is said to have
made no reply whatever.

Second. No attempt was made tc
force a confession. Frank's state-
ment just prior to his death that he
loved his wife and mother better
than he did his life came unexpect-
edly and without questioning,

Third.. Frank was not maltreated
in any way prior to the actual lynch-
ing. Stories that he may have mel
violent death before hanged to the
Frey tree are without foundation.
Fourth, Frank walked a distance o
200 yards from the automobile to th.
death without a faltering step
without o sigh or semblance of a pro
test. Fearing perhnaps thatr his body
might his relatives, h
asked thatl the wedding ring he wor
be delivered to a newspaper man witl
the solemn promise that it would b.
turned over to his wife, This wis]
was oarried out.

Fifth. Frank was told from th:
start that he was to be ‘“executed |
ts  the courts had directed that, he
he and every effort was made to sec
that the “legal hanging,” as the mob
termed the lynching, ‘was carried oui
in an orderly manner. Members arc
said to resent any intimation thai
Frank was “maltreated” while in
their custody. They assert he wa:

the day of his execution. The rough
handling of the body after it was cut
dowwn was a matter concerning which
members of the mob feel they were
not responsible,

Sixth. The members of the party
felt they had a “sacred duty to per-
form in “carrying out the mandate
of the courts of the State and of the
United States.” There was no mol
spirit, no demonstration, and ther
is said to have been no idea of hang-
ing Frank in the public square at
Marietta or in the cemetery whers
-Mary Phagan is burlied. There was.

The roads were often
rough and bumpy but the party
maintained a speed of about £0
miles an hour. There was but one
delay, a puncture  which was suc-
cessfully mended.
